Although full details confirming this re- 
port have not been received, the news cre- 
ates no surprise. The Sultan's life has been 
one of constant dread of an assassin. 

In the last year rumors of the discovery 
of @icts against Abdul Hamid’s Jife have 
been so frequent that they no longer at- 
tracted attention, and some of his Minis- | 
ters, it is known, have been constantly 
guarded by soldiers in order to give them 
courage enough to transact the business | 
of their respective offices.

day for the Turkish Empire, the Sultan was 
engaged, sitting close to the telegraph in- 
strument in the Viidiz Kiosk, personally 
dictating instructions to the different pro- 
vincial Governments to do their utmost

@ates that the Sultan has at Iast had his 
eyes Opened to the character of his advis- 
ors, and that he has finally determined to 
take the reins of government in his own 
hands. 


A®daul Hamid If. came to the throne of 
the Ottoman Empire in 1876, succeeding his 
elder brother, the Sultan Murad, who was 
deposed because he was said to be insane. 
Since his deposition Murad has been con- 
fined in a castle on the banks of the 
Bosphorus. so far as the world knows, but 
there are many who. believe that he was 
assassinated soon after he left thethrone, 

Ever since his accession to power there 


have been conspiracies hatched in Con. 
stantinople to overthrow Abdul Hamid and 
lace his younger brother, Raschid Ef- 
endi, on the throne. These conspirators 
belong to what is known as the Constitu- 
tional party in Turkey. They want a gov- 
ernment modeled after the more modern 
forms of European nations.

SAFETY AT RAILROAD CROSSINGS. 


The fact unearthed by the Post-Dis- 
patch that the railroads had the ordi- 
nance regulating the speed of trains 
within the city limits repealed tends to 


strengthen the belief that the railroads 
for all of their practical purposes run 
this city. 


The alleged compensation for the re- 


peal of the ordinance was the substitu- 
tion of another requiring the roads to 
erect automatic’ gates 


and maintain 
watehmen at -all crossings df streets 
By compliance 
with this requirement the railroads could 
run trains at any speed over street cross- 
ings. 

But the new ordinance is not complied 
with and it is doubtful if the city can 
compel the noads to put up gates at any 
but a very few street crossings. Some of 
the crossings most used now, notably 
King’s highway, are without gates. 

The result is that the trains run at 
great speed over all crossings, whether 
guarded or unguarded by gates, and the 
lives of all using the crossings are great- 
ly endangered. Such eccidents as that 
in which a sleighing party was dashed 
+0 -pieces are likely to occur at any time. 
It is the duty of the Street Commis- 
sioner to notify the railroad company to 
comply with the law at all crossings 
and of the police to enforce it. Until a 
better law is passed a vigorous attempt 
should be made to enforce it. The Muni-. 
cipal Assembly should go to work and 
pass a better law requiring gates and 
guards at all street crossings and fixing 
a reasonable rate of speed for- trains 
within the city. limits. Both require- 
ments are needed to assure public safety. 


The ordinance providing for the put- 
ting up of gates at railroad street cross- 
ings was demanded ‘by both press and 
people, but no one understood at: the 
time that it repealed all restrictions on 
the rate of speed of trains within the city 
limits. And more than this, no one ex-, 
pected that the ordinance would be dis-. 
regarded by the railroads and that prac-: 
tically all safeguards would” be aban- 
doned at many crossings. )
